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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants submit that Troyansky fails to 
teach or suggest generating an html document having an inline reference to stored textual content in the image format (page 6 parag.2). 
While this is true, it is Levy who teaches the dynamic conversion and linking of a hyperlink reference to a watermaked image to 
content(94). 

Further, the Applicants indicate that the replacement of content by Troyansky is not analogous to converting automatically by the 
server the textual content to textual content in image format (pages 7-10). The combination of Troyansky's replacement or conversion of 
content, such as image, into a different content, such as plain text (3). Troyansky fails to mention where the conversion is made. However, 
Levy teaches the automatic linking by a server of the image to a hyperlink in a webpage (20,94). It would have been obvious to combine 
Troyansky, and Levy for the reasons to protect the document from unauthorized use by a server. 
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
